COREAN PREMIER I$ STABBED 


Head of National Cabinet Fatally 
- Wounded While in Seoul. 


WOULD-BE SLAYER NATIVE. 


Object of Attack Was Given Office by 
Ito, Assassin’s Victim. 


SEOUL, Corea, Dec. 22—Premier Yi, the 
head of the Corean cabinet, wag stabbed and 
fatally wounded today by a Corean, Yie 
Chamm Yong. 

Premier Yi was formerly minister of edu- 
cation in the Corean cabinet. He became 
‘prime minister in May, 1907, when a recon- 
struction of the cabinet followed a five hour 
audience that Marquis Ito, the Japanese 
resident, had with the emperor. 

Firm and Competent Officer. 

Yi was regarded as a firm and competent 
officer, but his efforte to carry out the pol- 
icy of the new administration met with de- 
termined opposition from his political adver- 
sar les. 

The attack occurred at 10 o' clock in the 
morning. The assailant was a Christian who 
was for many years a resident of the United 
States. The premier was riding in his, jin- 
ricksha when the assassin came up with a 
long knife in his hand. He drove this twice 
into the abdomen of the premier and onte’ 
into the latter's lung. 


Attendant Is Also Slain. 

The assassin then turned on the premier’s 
jinricksha man, whom he stabbed and in- 
stantly killed 

The assassin was immediately. arrested. 
He is a youth of about 20 years and is be- 
lieved to be a member of a political secret 
society. 


The premier was removed to the hospital.

Insane — Saved trom ‘Toth 
_Sonville Institution. 


FIGHT RESCUERS IN PANIC. 


Flee Shrieking Through Halls and 
Hide Beneath Beds, 


Jacksonville, III., Dec. 21.—[Special.}—Two 
hundred incurably insane women, many 
of them violent, were endangered by fire 
which attacked the north annex of the Gen 
tra) Hospital for the Insane’ here at 8:30 


o'clock tonight. 

All were rescued and removed to. other 
portions of the hospital. The property dam- 
age will amount to 650,000. The state carried 
no insurance on the building. 

Although the north annex was partly de- 
stroyed the firemen were able to prevent 
the flames from spreading to the other por- 
tions of the hospital. 

Scenes of wild panic followed the frst 
alarm of fire and the work of the rescuers 
who went into the smoke filled building 
to rescue the women from the first three 
floors was made doubly difficult by the 
fright of the patients. 


Women Flee; Shrieking in Fear. 
Many of the women fied through the long 


halls of the annex, shrieking their belief that 


fiends were trying to throw them into the 
fire, while others crawled beneath their 
beds and concealed themselves in the piles of 
bedding. It was necessary for the searchers 
to prod beneath all the beds in the building 
and in many cases the women, discovered in 
hiding, fought with teeth and nails to prevent 
being removed from their rooms. 

The patients from one end of the asylum to 
the other were aroused to a pitch of great 
excitement, and particularly those who had 
been freed from the burning section gave the 
guards and volunteers great concern. 

The fire started in the roof of the north 
wing, according to employés of the institu- 
tion, who first discovered the building in 
flames. What started the fire is as yet un- 
known. The flames spread rapidly. The 
wild cries of the insane women created a 
terrific din which aroused the other patients 
to great excitement. 

Attendants Do Heroic Work. 

A fire drill in the asylum had taught the 
employés to be cautious in the event of such 
an emergency, and attendants in the por- 
tions not immediately threatened by the 
fire did heroic work in restraining the ex- 
cited lunatics. 

In the burning section attendants and offi- 
cials worked desperately to control the af- 
frighted patients, and several hundred were 
taken from the burning building within a few 
minutes. 

Only one person was injured as a result of 
the fire. Charles De Silva, driver of a fire 
engine, was seriously hurt when his vehicle 
upset on an icy hill.

Attempt Is Made to Assassinate 
Miss Ethel Eitelhuber. 


ADMIRER UNDER SUSPICION. 


Shot Is Fired Through Window of the 
Woman’s Bedroom. 


A corset steel probably saved the life of 
Miss Ethel Eitelhuber, 36 years old, 856 Wen- 
dell street, when a shot was fifired through a 
bedroom window in her home last evening in 
an attempt to kill her. 

om pw Schreckel, 40 years old, 29 West Chest- 
nutistreet, said to be a special policeman em- 
ployed by the George W. Jackson company, 
is being hunted by the police as the would-be 
assassin. 

The shades were drawn, but as Miss Ettel- 
huber was standing near the window her 
shadow on the curtain gave the would-be 
murderer his mark. When the bullet struck 
her she ran out into the kitchen, where the 
other members of the family were seated, 
crying: “Iam shot; I am shot.” 


Sees Man Running Away. 

Michael Griffin, her brother-in-law, went 
in search for a doctor. When he reached 
Orleans street, he said, he saw Schreckel 
run east in Elm street. The belief that he 
did the shooting is strengthened by the 1e- 
port to the police that on several occasions 
he threatened to kill Miss Eitelhuber. 
Schreckel is sald to be married and to pave 
a son 13 years old. 

Two months ago, when Miss Eitelhuber 
learned that Schreckel was married and told 
him she did not care to see him again, she 
dreamed that he shot through the window 
and fatally wounded her. She sald iast 
night the dream was borne out in every de- 
tail of the attempt on her life. Miss Eitel- 
huber said she had been afraid of him ever 
since she dismissed him, and whenever she 
went out she had an escort with her. 


Says She Was Threatened. 

Schreckel, she said, has threatened to kill 
her on several occasions, and only on Sunday, 
when she saw him last, he repeated the 
threat. Several times he has been seen lurk- 
ing around the house and Mise Eitelhuber 
usually extinguished the light in her room for 
fear he would carry out his threats. He is 
said to have told her at one time that if shoot- 
ing failed he would blind her with acid. 

The bullet struck Miss Eitelhuber over the 
abdomen. It went through her dress, but 
when it struck the corset it gianced off.

Will Call for Joint Committee. 

Senator Jones subsequently announced his 
intention to introduce a resolution after the 
holidays. providing for the appointment of a 
joint committee of the two houses of con- 
gress to make the investigation. 

It will.be an investigation pregnant with 
sensations. On one side will be the secretary 
of the interior and on the other will be Gif- 
ford Pinchot. Behind Ballinger will be ar- 
rayed in solid phalanx the president and at- 
torney general and all the forces of the ad- 
ministration. Pinchot will stand alone, for 
his sponsor and friend, Theodore Roosevelt, 
ie in the heart of Africa. 

There can be no retreat by either of the bel- 
Mgerents. The administration must win or be 


diecreditéd, for the president and the attor- | 


ney general already have vindicated Ballin- 
ger. 

The condemnation of Pinchot will involve 
the condemnation of the Roosevelt policy 
with respect to conservation. 

Try as both sides ostensibly may, the fact 
eannot be avoided that one of the Roosevelt 
policies is at stake. It looks now as if the 
parting of the ways betweep the present and 
the past administrations were in sight. It 
was for the purpose of avoiding this possi- 
bility that the president sought to avert a 
congressional] investigation. The president 
believed that as both Ballinger and Pinchot 
were seeking what Mr. Roosevelt desired 
they both should live and work in harmony 
under the same tent. 


Public Has Forced Action. 

But the president has failed. Ballinger’s 
demands for an investigation have come like 
a chip upon a rising tide of public opinion 
which could not be arrested. Sick of charges 
and-countercharges, unable to determine all 
the facts. but believing in Pinchot. the coun- 
try -réally has forced the action taken today. 

The standpatters in congress hall Ballin- 
ger’s action with unconcealed approval. 
They have been wanting an opportunity to 
crush Mr. Roosevelt forever. They believe 
they have it now. In view of the report 
which the attorney general made to the 
president, absolutely clearing Secretary 
Ballinger of any and all offense, and in view 
of the president's indorsement of his course, 
his vindication is believed to be certain. 

Bvery one knows how Mr. Roosevelt's 
policy on conservation was fought in both 
houses of congress. Every one knows how 
every prominent member of the house and 
senate stands now with reference to this 
policy. In the selection of the joint com- 
mittee which will make tlie investigation 
it may be expected that those men will be 
selected who may be depended upon to take 
no action which would be harmfu! to the 
Republican party. 

When the personne! of this committee is 
announced—it. will comprise men selected by 
Viee President Sherman or Speaker Cannon 
the friends of Pinchot will scrutinise it 
with the utmost care. They anticipate a 
packed jury, but they hope their fears are 
unfounded. % 


Resolution Asks for Facts. 

Senator Flint’s resolution today requested 
the president to transmit to congress any re- 
ports, statements, papers, or documents upon 
which he acted in reeching his conclusions 
with reference to the charges against L. R. 
Giavis, chief of the field division of the gen- 
eral land office. 

As passed by the senate, the preamble of 
thjs resolution recited that: 

‘* Whereas, L. R. Glavis, then chief of a 
field division of the general land office, in the 
department of the interior, in the month of 
August, 1900, laid before the president cer- 
tain charges against the conduct of the in- 
terior department, and particulairly affecting 
the action of the secretary of the interior,

„ Whereas, The president thereafter direct-

In presenting Mr. Ballinger’s letter to the 
senate Senator Jones referred to the various 
charges against the secretary, which, he 
said, if true, would show jhat official to be 
unworthy to hold his present office. He said 
that he had had severa! conversations with 
the secretary, and that Mr. Ballinger was 
anxious for the fullest investigation. He 
declared also that the people of his state of 
Washington believed in Mr. Ballinger as a 
man of integritie, 

“They may not. believe in his judgment,” 
he added, but they do believe in his integrity 
and that his administration of his office has 
been an honest one.“ ö 

Mr. Jones said that he wanted to see an 
investigation into these charges made 80 
thoroughly rigid in its character that there 
could be no question concerning the verdict 
that might result. He said if no one else 
proposed guch an investigation he would do 
so soon after congress reassembled in the 
new year. 


Must Keep Country’s Confidence. 


He expressed the opinion that the investi- 
gation should be made by a joint committee 
of the house and senate, in which the coun- 
try would have confidence as a fair and im- 
partial tribunal, to which the facts of the 
case might be presented. 

The decision of President Taft not to with- 
hold longer his consent to a searching in- 
quiry of the whole subject occasioned gen- 
oral exchanges of opinion among party lead- 
ers in congress today. There seems to be a 
general feeling of satisfaction and relief that 
the inquiry is to be undertaken. Senator 
Nelson, the chairman of the committee on 
public lands, is the universal choice of 
friends and opponents of Secretary Ballinger 
for the position of chief investigator. 

“I am willing to undertake the investiga- 
tion,“ said Senator Nelson today, it the 
senate or the congress desires that I should 
do so. I have felt that this controversy 
should be disposed of, but I have not moved 
in the matter for fear that some one would 
think I was seeking a job for my committee. 
It is, I hope, needless to say that such is not 
the case, but if called upon to take the 
matter up I will give it my best attention. 
‘I have no prejudices or predilections in con- 
nection with the controversy.” ~~ 


Gore Tries to Rush Matters. 


Immediately after the routine morning 
business the senate went into executive ses- 
sion. Senator Gore, attempting to rush mat- 
ters, presented a resolution calling for the 
appointment of a joint committee of eight 
members of each the senate and house to in- 
vestigate all of the matters underlying the 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy and the ad- 
ministration by the interior department and 
the forest service of laws rejating to timber, 
stone, and mineral lands and water rights. 
His resolution hamed as the senate mem- 
bers Messrs. Nelson, Dolliver. Lodge, Bris- 
tow, Root, Tillman, Stone, and Owen. 

Objection was made by Senator Aldrich to 
the immediate adoption of the resolution and 
it was sent to the committee on public lands. 

The postponement will smother the resolu- 
tion until after the leaders, in coéperation 
with President Taft and members of the 
cabinet, shall have had opportunity to agree 
upon a program for the proposed inquiry. 


CONFIRMS OFFICE OF BACON. 


Senate Ratifies President’s Nomination 
of Ambassador to France—Other 
Diplomatic Posts Acted Upon. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—The senate 
today cunfirmed the nomination of former 
Secretary of State Robert Bacon of New

the gas is becoming more abundant and the 
mines correspondingly more dangerous, and 
the number of such disasters and the loss of 
Ute has been for some years Steadily increas- 
ing. Furthermore, disasters have been oc- 
curring in regions where they were least ex- 
pected and in the safest mines.“ 

The investigations authorized by congress 
as to the causes of mine explosions are now 
under way, and the facts already developed 
encourage the belief that the means of les- 
sening disasters from such causes will be in 
hand in the near future. 


Seeks Permanent Rescue Force. 

Under the wording of the current appro- 
priations, the mine investigations are lim- 
ited to mine explosions, which are generally 
responsible for less than 15 per cent of our 
mine fatalities. The benefits that may rea- 
sonably be expected from this expenditure 
will be largely increased if its scope be 
widened to include also the causes and pre- 
vention of other mine accidents. 

Furthermore, in view of the exceptionally 
dangerous character of the work as well as 
its importance and the difficulty in securing 
the services of suitabiy trained experts, it 
seems proper that the investigation work 
on mine accidents should be placed on as 
permanent a basis as possibile. 

As to the action the federal government 
should take to prevent or at least to mini- 
mize mine accidents, Mr. Ballinger assumes 
that in mining. as in agriculture, the func- 
tions of the government are sirictly limited 
to research and educational or demonstra- 
tional work, and, therefore, its functions in 
relation to the safeguarding of the lives of 
miners must be limited to the investigations 
of the causes and means of preventing mine 
accidents, developing the methods of rescue 
work and enough of the demonstration for 
educational work to induce the mine oper- 
ators and miners to adopt these measures 
under state provisions and to lead the states 
to enact more uniform mining regulations. 


States Will Take Burden. 


It is on this basis that the additional 
branch stations described are recommended. 
Secretary Ballinger believes they will be 
adequate for the purposes named, and that 
the work of these stations will be sufficient 
to induce the coal operators and coal mining 
states ultimately to establish a sufficient 
number of small local stations for ordinary 
rescue work in each of the mining cénters. 

Meanwhile at each existing station, along 
with the researches to develop the causes 
and preventive measures, every effort is 
being made, and with a reasonable expectx- 
tion of success, to find ways of cheapening 
the cost of the rescue equipment and methods, 
with a view to their more general introduc- 
tion by the states and individual operators. 

“It is therefore reasonable to expect,“ 
Mr. Ballinger says, that, as progress is 
made in the investigation and demonstration 
work at these several branch stations of the 
federal government, preventive rather than 
rescue measures will increase in importance, 
that most of the federal stations can be dis- 
continued and that whatever rescue work 
may prove necessary will, like the enforce- 
ment of preventive measures, be fully cared 
for by local and state authorities. 

“ Fortunately, In most of the states. the 
larger mine disasters occur so rarely that 
several years may intervine without an op- 
portunity for mine examinations or rescue 
work under complicated conditions:;.and in 
such cases, especially, the experts from the 
federal investigation stations would be able 
to render special service.“ 
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There appeared to be prevalent an opinion 


certain well defined senatorial precincts 
that there was no doubt of Christmas being 
merry at the White house, though not as 
much might be said for many a wretched 
senator compelled to go home and face his 
constituents Without the patronage he had 
promised them.

a. score of the members of the upper house 
now are possessed of grievances of this char- 
acter and the area of gloom is increasing 
daily. A good many politicians think the sit- 
vation an extremely serious one and they 


prophesy that if the president continues to 


make appointments over the heads of the 
senators he will find himself involved in a 
fine mess of trouble. 

It happens that Illinois offers the most pic- 
turesque iHustration of the presidential de- 
termination to avold the advice of politicians 
in selecting the incumbents of federal offices. 
It was without the recommendation by the 
senators that he picked out Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, etary Dickinson, Charles R. 
Crane for the minister to China, Judge Car- 
penter for the district judge, C. D. Norton for 
assistant secretary of the treasury, and 
Lloyd Bowers for solicitor general. 

He finished off the effect by sending to the 
senate yesterday the reappointments of Dis- 
trict Attorneys Northcott and Trautmann 
and Marshal Hitch without the express ap- 
proval of Senators Cullom and Lorimer. 


Democrats Applaud the Action. 


The action of the president in adopting 
this policy has precipitated a heated dis- 
cussion among the politicians now on the 
scene. The Democrats generally applaud 
the lofty attitude taken dy the administra- 
tion. It is argued that the president tn ignor- 
ing politicians is demonstrating that he never 
could have countenanced the methods by 
which the delegates were rounded up in the 
south for the Taft nomination and the

The Republicans are pretty well divided 
on the question. Some maintain the presi- 
dent is making a grave mistake.

Finally, she told the police, she begged 
Mrs. Armstrong not to give Armstrong any 
more poison, whereupon her ‘aunt replied: 
„Well, I started to kill him and now that 
I’ve got it half done I might as well finish 
.” 

According to the story told by the Harris 
girl, Mrs. Armstrong decided that she must 
make her husband Il!) so that she could give 
him the poison and have him suppose it was 
medicine. Armstrong, who died early yes- 
terday morning, was killed, according to 
Myrtle Harris, on the following schedule: 
Wednesday night—Dosed with calomel and 
vinegar to cure a cold from which he was 
suffering. 

Thursday morning—Salivated by calomel and 
vinegar, and seriously ill; dosed with rat poison. 
Friday morning—Dosed with more rat poison. 
Saturday morning—More rat poison. 

Sunday morning—More rat poison. 

Sunday afternoon—Large capsules flied with 
carbolic acid. 

Sunday night—Just before midnight and an 
hour before his death, given dose of strychnine, 
Monday, 1 4. m.—-Died in convulsions, 


Police Find Poison Boxes. 


Corroborative evidence of a part of the 
girl's story was found by the police when 
they probed a sink hole in the rear of the 
Armstrong residence, where she had told 
them Mrs. Armstrong had thrown the empty 
poison boxes. Two boxes, one of which had 
contained rat poison and another which was 
labeled “ Strychnine—Poison!’’ were found, 
wrapped in an old pair of gloves. 
These gloves, the Harris girl told the police, 
her aunt had worn when she was preparing 
the carbolic acid capsules.. She had explained 
to her niece that she was wearing them so 
that she would not burn her hands with the 
acid. 
Widow Protests Innocence. 

Mrs. Armstrong. who Is held in a cell in 
the county jail near the one in which her 
niece is being detained as a witness, sticker 
to her original story that her husband com- 
mitted suicide with carbolic acid. 
The dead man’s stomach and other di- 
gestive organs have been sent to the chem- 
ical laboratory of Indiana university at 
Bloomington, and will be tested for traces of 
rat poison and strychnine, as well as carbolic 
acid 

Armstrong was 45 years old, and his widow 
is 26. They were married six years ago, 
and neighbors declare that their home life 
seemed happy and that they appeared pros- 
perous. Armstrong carried one policy of 
$1,000 on his life.

Fitch’s Last Play His Best. 


New York, Dec. 21.—{Special.]—Not long 
before Clyde Fitch died last summer he de- 
clared to a friend that The City was the 
finest play he ever had written. At that time 
he had only just completed the manuscript, 
and with him the manuscript was but the 
bare bones of a play as it subsequently stood 
revealed before the eyes of a first night audi- 
ence.

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United States Steel Corpora- 
tion Fixes Price on Issue 
for Employes. 


Company's Bonus to the Work- 
ers Is to Be of Both Com- 
mon and Preferred. 


- 


New York, Dec. 21.—[Special.]—Termse upon 
which the United States Steel corporation 
will iseue more stock to its employés under 
the profit sharing plan established in 1903 
were made pubile today after the regular 
weekly meeting of the finance committee. 

About 25,000 shares of preferred stock will 
be set aside for subscription by employés at 
$124 a share. 

In addition to this amount $1,000,000 In stock 
is to be awarded to the corporation's em- 
ployés as a bonus. This stock will consist 
of both common and preferred, and in the 
award the preferred will be figured at 124 a 
share and the common at 0. The two securi- 
ee tonight at 124% and 91% resped- 

vely. 

Last year for the first time an offer of 
common stock was made to the corporation's 
employés, who subscribed for 15,818 shares 
at 50, and on this basis have a profit taking 
present market value at 92 of $668,856. No 
common is alloted for subscription this year. 


Allowed Three Years to Pay. 

As in former years, the employés have 
three years in which to pay for their hold- 
ings, the money coming out of the pay en- 
velopés month by month in such proportions 
as they designate, not to exceed 25 per cent 

If they hold on to their stock five years they 
not only get a bonus of §5 a year in addition 
to the dividend of 7 per cent, but at the end of 
the period receive the bonuses which would 
have accrued to the other employé stock- 
holders if they hadn’t let go. : 

As a carrying charge the corporation debits 
from the7 per cent dividends 5 per cent on the 
unpaid balance of the subscription. If a sub- 
ecriber draws out before he has paid for the 
stock he gets back his principal paid in and 
may keep the dividends accrued. 

In years past this arrangement has been a 
profitable one for the employés. When the 
scheme was started in 1908 48,983 shares of 
preferred were takem at $82.50 a and 
today their investment shows a profit of 
something like 42% points, or §2,191,988 in 
principal alone. 


Figures Show Big Profits. 

The original cost was $4,041,008, and the 
present cash price at $125 is $6,238,086. A 
profit is shown of 30 per cent @ year on the 
investment. This income, added to the pres- 
ent market price of the stock, yields the 
employé subscriber of 19038 about $250 for 
every $82.50 he originally put in. 

From this, however, must be deducted a 
carrying charge of 5 per cent a year on the 
diminishing unpaid balance. Last. January 
the five year term for the 10904 subscription 
was up and the stock subscribed to that year 
came in for a special cash bonus of $19.10, 
giving the subscriber a gross five year in- 
come of $79.10, exclusive of carrying charges 
— the stock, which finally would cost them 


The shares taken in 1904 were 82,516 in 
number. In 1905 17,973 shares of preferred 
were taken by employés at 587 50 a share: 
in 1906, 23,089 shares at $100; in 1907, 27.082 
at $102; in 1908, 25,000 at $87.50; and in 1909, 
18,000 at $110.

Sequel of Long Investigation. 
Attention of the local customs authorities 
was first called to the business of Madame 
Whitney "nearly two years ago.

Paris, but at no time did the deputy customs 
collectors find evidence of crooked dealing 
that they considered of much importance. 
Then it was discovered that, besides the im- 
portations in bond direct from Europe to 
Chicago the maker of fashionable dresses 


received many large sleeper trunks,”’ it is 


said, from New Tork. They were shipped 
direct from New York to Chicago by express. 

The special agents of the treasury depart- 
ment went to work on this phase of her busi- 
mess, and several times they visited her, it 
is said, learning things that led them to make 
further investigation. In some manner, 
which the district attorney and his assist- 
‘ants will not disclose, the special agents 
found out that Mrs. Weber's importations 
were handled at the New York piers, and 
there was nothing in the custom house in 
New York to show that she had paid duty on 


them. Many connecting links were found 
and a number of seizures at the New York 
Port resulted. 


Swindle a Colossal One. 
The district attorney in New York, with 
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District Attorney Sims working on the Chi- 
cago end of the case, together with special 
agents working for the New York custom 
house, conducted an extensive investigation 
that developed the extent of the smuggling 


to have been implicated in. 

“The evidence that has been gathered,” 
said Assistant District Attorney Smith, 
“shows perhaps the biggest swindle against 
the government in the evasion of customs 
duties that ever has been in existence. It 
mounts into the millions and is known to 
have been going on since as far back as 1904. 
Possibly it started longer agothan that. The 
prosecutions will be based upon offenses that 
have been committed since early in 1906, in 
view of the. fact that the statute of limita- 
tions bars us from proceeding for any of the 
crimes that were committed before that 
time.“ 


Audacity in Fawcett’s Scheme. 

Phillipsen, an agent for the custom house at 
the piers of the Red Star line and American 
line of ocean steamers, was Fawcett’s chief 
agent on this side of the water, it is alleged, 
and had the aid of other customs employés 
who are yet to be indicted. 

Fawcett studied the passenger lists of the 
ocean steamers containing the names of 
Americans who were returning to the United 
States from France, and by his selection of 
the names of persons of wealth and social 
prominence made many of them innocent 
confederates in the plot. 

As soon as he had picked a few names from 
the steamer passenger lists he would gather 
together the articles his dressmaking clients 
in New York had purchased in Paris and 
label them with the names of persons selected 
from the Msts. Thus labeled, the big sleep- 
er trunks would be taken to the French 
piers. after the persons whose names nda 
been used in labeling them had sailed for 
New York, Boston, or other ports. By the 
steamship compdnies the trunks were con- 
sidered as left overs ’’—trunks that had 
been forgotten or mislaid by their éwners in 
the confusion of sailing. 


Mixed with Immigrant Baggage. 

The supposed “left over” trunks were 
handied by the steamship companies on a 
steamer following the one the supposed own- 
ers had taken. When they had arrived in 
the New York port Phillipsen and his aids, 
it ie alleged, made it their business to re- 
ceive the “left overs” through Murphy, 
Schwarz, and other baggagemen employed 
at the piers. The trunks would be set aside, 
usually among immigrant baggage, because 
the supposed owners were not on hand to 
claim them. Phillipsen and the baggage- 
men would get the trunks past the customs 
guards, because immigraht baggage usually 
is considered of little value and does not 
receive much attention. 

Schwarz and Murphy are accused of hav- 
ing devised a trolley by which trunks in 
many instances were shot from the steam- 
ships that brought them to the end of an 
adjoining pier where no customs inspectors 
were on duty. Phillipsen, it is alleged, saw 
to it that the trunks so received were de- 
livered to the dressmakers for whom they 
were intended, collecting from $500 to $1,000 
for the delivery of each trunk. The duty the 
dressmakers would have to pay the govern-

Three Counts in Indictment. 

There are three counts in the indictment 
charging a defrauding of the customs service 
by smuggling in a general conspiracy of the 
persons named. 

Schwarz, the expressman, is charged with 
having landed and carted away twenty-two 
trunks between March 5, 1907, and March 8, 
1909, with the assistance of Morris. Fifteen 
of these trunks were landed during 1907, four 
in 1908, and the remaining three this spring. 
Some of these were traced to express offices 
and one was found te have been shipped to 
Boston, but the last trunk put through was 
traced to Della A. Scully's residence in New 
York. 

On March 15, this year, according to the in- 
dictment, Phillipsen cabled Garcia and others 
in Paris at the Hotel Scribe. Three days pre- 
viously, it is charged, the Garcia branch had 
sent two trunks to New York, which were 
received on March 22. On examination they 
were found to contain 138 gowns, forty-six 
waists, forty-five trimmings, etc., valued at 
$22,921. On March 14 Garcia is said to have 
shipped three trunks which were landed in 
New York ten days later containing 281 
gowns, 180 waists, 133 pieces of lace, and 
other goods valued at $29,674.30. 


MANAGERS’ COMMITTEE SETS 
DATE FOR WAGE DISCUSSION. 


Dispute Involves Demands of 25,000 
Firemen and Enginemen and May 
Be Settled on Dec. 27. 


Wage negotiations tnvolving the demands 
of 25,000 members of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen will begin 
in Chicago on Dec. 27. The date was set yes- 
terday by the general managers’ conference 
committee, which will represent the railroads 
in the negotiations. A federated board rep- 
resenting the firemen and enginemen will 


conduct the negotiations in behalf of the em- 


ployéa. 

The demands to be considered cover those 
of the firemen and enginemen on all railroads 
running out of Chicago. Formal presenta- 
tion of the demands, which call for an in- 
crease in wages of from 10 to 40 per cent over 
the present scale, was made to the et 
early in November. 

Officials of the Chicago and Northw site 
railroad during the day refused to accede to 
a demand for a special scale of wages for 
firemen on certain big locomotives on that 
road. A conference on the subject was held 
between General Manager R. H. Aishton and 
S. A. Boone of Boone, Ia., chairman of the 
flremen's committee on the Northwestern 
system. The demands made were a scale of 
$3.40 a hundred miles for freight engines and 
94.25 a hundred miles for passenger locomo- 
tives. A flat refusal was received by the fire- 
men's representatives.

That looked good to Mr. Bachrach and he 
began negotiations with the Brazilian gov- 
ernment looking toward the collection of the 
money. 

The claim of his client proved to be valid 
and a statement was finally issued to him by 
the administrator of the estate of the de- 
ceased. 

When Attorney Bachrach read of the pay- 
ment to the Brazilian attorney, Azevido, of 
Rs. 600,000 as his fee, he made a mental! res- 
ervation that Chicago attorneys are not in 
it with the lawyers of the South American 
republic when it comes to gobbling big fees.

The mining property invcived in the suit 
was capitalized originally at $250,000. A 
year ago it employed over 100 men, but since 
last month no work has been done, due, the 
minority stockholders say, to Mrs. Thomp- 
son's mismanagement. 

The minority stockholders say they were 
not allowed to inspect the books; that meet- 
ings were called without due notice; that 
H. G. Prieve was illegally elected president; 
and that 576 shares of treasury stock were 
yoted to Priebe without authority of the 
stockholders. The gift of this stock is de- 
fined in the bill as a deliberate steal from 
the assets of the,company.”’ 

Mrs, Thom is president of the Ex- 
change bank at Bradford, III., and lives there. 
Her husband, when asked over the telephone 
last night what he knew of the suit, declared 
it was spite work on the part of the minority 
etockholders.

Pugh Plan from a Tenta- 
tive Ordinance. 


SCHEME AGAIN GONE OVER 


Counsel for Promoter Insists on 
Ninety-nine Year Grant, but 
Is Forced to Give In. 


The city council committee on harbors, 
wharves, and bridges yesterday voted to have 
an ordinance drafted granting to the Pugh 
Terminal company the right to own and op- 
erate a system of docks and warehouses at 
the foot of Illinois street for a period of 
years, 

Up tothe present time the terminal concern, 
at the head of which is James A. Pugh, who 
is said to represent eastern capital, is the 
only one to come before the committee with 
a request for a dock franchise. Mr. Pugh 
Proposes to construct three plers at a cost 
of $14,000,000 just to the north of the river’s 
mouth. He also plans to erect a system of 
warehouses adjacent, and figures this will 


cost about $6,000,000 additional. 


With the warehouse and the docks he be- 
lieves he will solve Chicago's ancient harbor 
problem and restore to the city its lost lake 
transportation. 

On motion of Ald. John H. Jones a commit- 
tee of three was appointed to draw up a ten- 
tative ordinance. Ald. Charles Foell, chair- 
man of the harbors committee; Edwin H. 
Cassels, assistant corporation counsel; and 
W. W. Gurley, attorney for Mr, Pugh, make 
up the committee. 

For more than two hours the harbors com- 
mittee discussed with Mr. Gurley and Mr. 
Pugh the various points in connection with 
the proposition. 


Insists on 99 Year Grant. 

Much time was devoted to the length of 
grant the Pugh company should have. Mr. 
Gurley insisted on a ninety-nine year fran- 
chise and refused for a time to give in, al- 
though the committee was unanimous in its 
sentiment against such a long term, Frod- 
ably a majority of the committee was in 
favor of a twenty year franchise, with the 
right of the city to take over the property 
at the expiration of that time, 

* We believe that in taking such a large 
financial risk as this we should have a fair 
guarantee, explained Mr. Gurley. . 

O, get that ninety-nine year idea out of 
your head, Mr. Gurley,” responded Aid. 
Foreman. 

We feel that there is no good argument 
against a ninety-nine year grant,” reiter- 
ated Gurley. 

Well, it seems, then,“ spoke up Ald. Mer- 
riam, “that with your company it is simply 
a question of ninety-nine years or nothing. 

Mr. Gurley shook his head. 


Says It Would Be Monopoly. 


By your proposition you will have a com- 
plete monopoly on the mouth of the river,“ 
said Ald. Foreman. 

We. will be located just on the north side 
of the river's mouth—not on the south side, 
responded the attorney. 

At this juncture Mr. Gurley was asked if 
a twenty year grant would be acceptable. 

No, it would not,“ he replied. ** We will 
not accept twenty years. 1 don't say this in 
a spirit of bravado. It is simpy a financial 
impossibility. Figure this out for yourseit.’’ 

Mr. Pugh then spoke up. 

At the present time this is a dead busi- 
ness, he said. It is one that will have to 
be built up.” 

Then Mr. Gurley volunteered what was 
taken to be a compromise suggestion. 

I tell you what I will do,” he said. “1 
will take a grant for a twenty year peried, 
giving permission for the city to purchase at 
the expiration of that time, but for us to con- 
tinue operation under the franchise if the city 
does not desire to take over the property.” 


Suggests Fifty Year Franchise. 


Subsequently Ald. Fred A. Britten of the 
Twenty-third ward, made a motion for a fifty 
year grant, but an avalanche of protests im- 
mediately submerged his proposition. 

“I am unalterably opposed to a fifty year 
grant,“ asserted Ald. Merriam.

Ald. Foell stated after the meeting ad- 
journed that he would insist on leaving blank 
in the tentative ordinances such features ag 
the length of franchise.

What's the use of having a public hear- 
ing if we know We can’t grant an increase in 
salaries?" Ald. Bihl asked. 

“I want to go on record as saying that 
the public should have a public hearing, but 
if the committee desires to do otherwise, why, 
all right,” Ald. Snow said with considerable 
feeling. 

Ald. Foreman then acquiesced in the mat- 
ter, and it was decided to hold the meeting 
as early as possible, probably some time next 
week. 

The committee considered the budget only 
in a general way. One of the points brought 
out was that if the voters refused to give 
their consent in the referendum vote in the

be made in the appropriation, 


Predicts Vacations for Many. 

“If the voters don’t grant us the special 
bond issues, Ald. Snow said, then it means 
that the payment of $3,500,000 for the new 
city hall will have to come out of the year’s 
appropriations. In other words, we shall 
have to cut down just $3,500,000 in salaries 
of municipal employés. There will have to 
be a general vacation for some of these. 

Ald. Snow reported that he had received re- 
quests for raises in salary from the police and 
firemen's associations and from a host of 
other municipal employ és. 

In answer to a petition from property own- 
ers Mayor Busse yesterday ordered all pro- 
jecting signs in Madison street from Michi- 
gan avenue to the river to be taken down. 
The order is similar to the one which resuit- 
ed in the clearing of signs in State street two 
years ago. 

The order was sent to Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works John J. Hanberg, who requested 
Acting Superintendent of Streets Patrick Mc- 
Carthy to see that it wasenforced. The order 
calls for the revocation of all permits for 
electric as well as all projecting signe in 
the street,

Belmont and her friends have held the cen- 
ter of the stage ever since they espoused tbe 
cause of the girl strikers. 

Say Open Shop Is Issue. 

The manufacturers declare that there is one 
and only one issue involved in the strike, and 
that is the question of the open shop. The 
question of wages and hours is only inci- 
dental, they say, and soon could be settled 
if the strikers would not insist on attempting 
to dictate who shall and who shall not be em- 
ployed by the manufacturers.

The principal witness before the grand jury 
during the day was Henry F. Filer, cashier 
and bookkeeper for the Miami Coal company, 
Who was suthmoned to the Criminal court 
building on a subpcena duces tecum.

Filer spent an uncomfortable two hours in 
the grand jury room and under the question- 
ing of Assistant State's Attorney Victor 
Arnold is declared to have furnished the in- 
qguisitors valuable information.

It was regarded as significant that previous 
to the grand jury investigation Mr. Way- 
man's assistants questioned the engineers 
and firemen of the Thirty-ninth street pump- 
ing station and the H. N. May light plant re- 
garding the quality of coal which was being 
used.

Coleman’s Aid Before Jury. 

In connection with the coal deals with the 

Thirty-ninth street pumping station P. C. 
Schaefer, chief clerk in Purchasing Agent 
Coleman’s office, was summoned to the Crim- 
j inal court building. He took with him requi- 
sitions for the coal that had been delivered 
to the pumping station. Howard A. Chaffin 
of the Chaffin Coal company also testified as 
to tests that had been made of the coal that 
had been delivered to the city. 
FE. J. Miller, voucher clerk in the office of 
Controller Wilson, also was a witness before 
the grand jury. He is said to have testified 
regarding the coal that was delivered at the 
Thirty-ninth street pumping station. 

My mind is not clear on the matter right 
now, ” said Mr. Miller after leaving the in- 
quisitorial chambers, but from the ques- 
tions asked me in the state’s attorney’s office 
this morning I suppose my appearance before 
the grand jury was in connection with the 
purchase of coal by the city from the Rogers 
Bros.“ company to supply the Thirty-ninth 
street pumping station.

The dealers assert that State's Attorney 
Wayman is in possession of sufficient docu- 
mentary evidence to obtain indictments 
against the men involved in the coal contract 
| larities. It is declared that the bills 
of lading in his possession will alone indicate 
that the coal furnished to the Thirty-ninth 
street pumping station has not been up te 
the specifications of the contract made with 
the Rogers Coal company which ts under in- 
vestigation. 


Miami Company Big Gainer? 

Charges were made that tke Miami Coal 
company alone had profited $50,000 in a lit- 
tle mere than @ year because the city had 
been compelled to pay for dedyctions made 
because of its fallure to furnish coal up to 
specifications. 

It became known that some of the favored 
contractors. had persistently violated one of 
the city requirements of furnishing the num- 
ber and name of each car which brought 
coal from the mines for city contracts. The 
Chicago Fire Appliance company has 
charged the city for Youghiogheny coal and 
has simply specified a number of a freight 
car, without mentioning the railway. Last 
May the Rogers company specified Illinois 
Central cars and numbers as bringing Car- 
terville coal for the city's use. The weights 
of the cars as given by the coal company do 
not tally with the weights of the same cars 
as they appear on the books of the railroads 
company during that month. 

One coal dealer declared during the day. 
that cheap g rades ot coal still are being fur- 
nished to the Thirty-ninth street pumping 
station, despite the inquiry into the coal con- 
tracts that has ben under way for the last 
two months and the specifications that call 
for Carterville coal. This same dealer as- 
serted that City Purchasing Agent Coleman 
had long known of this practice and had done 
nothing to stop it. 


Says He Warned Coleman. 

“I know, that he was called up and made 
acquainted with the fact that the city was 
being swindled in the coal it was getting at 
the pumping station,“ the dealer said, “ and 
I know he did nothing to stop the practice.” 

Besides the alleged profit which the Rogers 
Coal company made on furnishing Centra‘ia 
coal in lieu of the Carterville product, as is 
alleged, it was pointed gut that the company 
got a nice little rakeoff on the difference in 
freight rates if the charges are true. The 
contract called for 10,000 tons of coal, which 
would net $2,300 in freight saving. 

The rate from Centralia to Chicago is only 
75 cents a ton, while it costs 98 cents a ton 
to b coal from the Carterville mines— 
thu: a saving of 23 cents a ton would be 
made by substituting Centralia coal for the 
Carterville fuel. 

“Wayman has the proof that the con- 
tract was not on the square right in the 
bid that was submitted by the Rogers com- 
pany,’ a prominent coal.dealer said. ‘‘ Car- 
terville coal has a standard value on the 
market, just the same as wheat or corn or 
gold, and any coal man knows that the com- 
pany. could not furnish; Carterville coal at 
$1.68 a ton.“ 


Show Neat Profit. 

Coal dealers assert that three inch Car- 
terville screenings, upon which the Rogers 
bid was made, cost 75 cents a ton at the 
mine to any dealer. Add to this the 98 cents 
for freight charges and it gives $1.73 as the 
actual cost of the coal. One dealer declared 
that among a number of coal men who put 
in bids at the same time the Rogers com- 
pany got the contract not a single bid on 
Carterville cowl submitted except that of 
Rogers was below $1.80 a ton. 

It is declared that not only was Centralia 
screenings delivered to the Thirty-ninth 
street pumping station, but that the one and 
one-half inch screenings were substituted 
for the three inch, as called for in the con- 
tract. This class of coal, according to deal- 
ers, is worth never more than 45 cents a ton 
at the mines, and the freight of 75 cents 
added would make its cost in Chicago $1.20 
a ton; whch would give the Rogers company’ 
a profit of 48 cents a ton. 

Ths would make a total profit of almost 
$5,000 on the 10,000 ton contract, provided 
the same system was followed throughout. 
As one dealer put it, if the Thirty-

Two Specification Methods. 


“If we figure the two kinds of coal on the 
basis of 15 per cent „ he said, ‘* the Car- 
terville vari has 12,250 B. T. U., as com- 
pared to 12,081 B. T U. for the Cehtralia prod- 
uct. But the Carterville coal has even greater 
comparative heat producing qualities, for the 
percentage of ash is much smaller than in the 
Centralia coal,” 

The coal men who have not been on the in- 
side and have failed to obtain city contracts 
are pointing out the unfair methods which 
have n followed in letting contracts. In 
this connection, frequent mention was made 
of the Miami Coal company and its luck in 
securing contracts over bids which it is al- 
leged .were more advantageous to the city. 
The case of the George Lill Coal company was 
referred to, where it was turned down in order 
to give the Miami company a contract to the 
city’s advantage. 

It is openly’ asserted by coal men that the 
“double barreled” specifications required 
from coal biddefs are used only for the pur- 
pose of favoring the friends to whom it is 
desired to give the contracts. 


Explanation Is Significant. 


Simply put, the evaporation guarantee is 
the number of pounds of steam which a 
pound of coal is pledged to make. For in- 
stance, the Miami Coal company in bids 
places the evaporation power of the 
grade of coal priced at $2.65 atonat9% One 
pound of this coal was guaranteed to make 
9% pounds of steam. In the same bid the 
chemical analysis of the coal discloses that 
the fuel contained but 12,000 B. T. U., a re- 
markably low figure for the grade of coal. 
The ridiculousness of the figurés on evapora- 
tion are seen when it is known that in order 
to produce 9% pounds of steam with coal 
having a test of only 12,000 B. T. U. it 16 
necessary to have a boiler and furnace hav- 
ing an efficiency of 76 per cent—a practical 
impossibliity. 

But although the contract was awarded on 
the evaporation basis and to have fulfilled 
the specifications the coal should have been 
tested on that basis, this was not done. 
When the test was made to settle it, it was 
done on the chemical basis, and almost any 
of the poorest of the screenings of the cheap 
grades of Llinols coal contain 12,000 B. T. U. 


Report Analyzes Methods. 


Last May a report of the methods employed 
with especial attention to a certain coal bid 
made by the Lill company and turned down, 
was made as the result of an investigation 
of the Commercial Testing and Engineering 
company. The report points out that the 
coal specifications are prepared by the chief 
engineer and approved by the commis- 
sioner of public works, and also that two 
methods for determining the best quality of 
coal offered are used, the commissioner hav- 
ing the power to say which method shal! be 
used in each case. The report continues: 

The first method is the evaporating test, 
which is unfair to a coal contractor, as it de- 
pends too much upon the conditions of the 
Plant where the coal is to be used and the 
handling of the same during the test. This 
method is given the most Prominence. 

The Second method is a settlement upon 
the analysis basis. In determining the bids 
submitted under these specifications the com- 
missioner can decide that a certain bid is best 
because the evaporation guaranteed is the 
highest, and then determine the value of 
the coal furnished by the other method— 
chemical analysis. This procedure would 
enable to coal contractor who was friendly to 
the city authorities to make a high guaran- 
tee on evaporation and low guarantee on 
chemical analysis. 


Influence Means Much. 

“If a contractor who was not friendly to 
the commissioner made a high guarantee on 
evaporation, he might be called to settle 
upon that basis and therefore have to stand a 
large loss, This whole plan, of course, gives 
a great advantage to the contractor who has 
the strongest pull with the/jadministration. 

The object of any specification ostensibly 
is to give every one a fair chance, the con- 
tract being let to the lowest bidder providing 
his coal is suitable. Under the specifications 
in the contract could be let to the bidder 
costing the city the most money, although 
apparently he would be the lowest bidder.“ 

The report says tat the Lill bid of coal for 
$2.55 a ton was the cheapest for the city, al- 
though the guaranteed evaporation was 
only 7.8, because of the higher number of

Praises Patterson Method. 


Peter McAréle, formar chiet of the city 
testing department, has a good deal to say 
concerning the coal specifications as used by 
the commissioner of public works. He de- 
clares that had Joseph Medill Patterson re- 
mained in office as commissioner the city 
would have an honest system of specifica- 
tions for its coal contracts, but that the 
present specification plan was adopted at the 
behest of John Connery of the Miami Coal 
company. 

“Mr. Patterson while still in office had me 
draw specifications for coal, said Mr. Me- 
Ardle. And 1 drew them up in such a way 
that if the tests required were complied with 
there was no chance for ihe city to be im- 
posed upon in its coal contracts with deale 
The specifications went to the office of the 
corporation counsel for approval and. were 
there when. Mr. Patterson resigned office. 

From there they were sent to John Con- 
nery, for what reason I do not know, but 
they came back to me changed and mutilated 
until they were valueless as a protective 
measure to the city. The plan approved by 
Connery howéver was put into effect over 
my objections. So far as the specifications 
are concerned they would not be bad if they 
were confined to either the evaporative or 
chemical tests alone. The amended specifica- 
tions call for guarantees on both. 

On Connery's contracts for 1907, and a 
part of 1008, I made deductions amounting 
in all to $50,000, because his coal did not come 
up to specifications. When the_present ad- 
ministration came into office he sued the city 
for the amount I had held out. 


Before the 


case came to a hearing before Judge Bren- | 
tano I made out a list of questions for As- | 


sistant Corporation Counsel Charles Haft to 


ask me when I would be placed on the wit- 
ness stand. The questions would have 
brought out in court the exact methéds re- 
sorted to in the letting of coal contracts, and 
how the specifications were used to help 
favored ogptractors get their bids accepted. 
„Well, none of those questions were asked 
me, and nothing was developed. And Judge 
Brentano without leaving the bench found 
that the coal company was entitled to-pay- 
ment. The city had to pay out $50,000 which 


could just as well have been saved to the 


‘| taxpayers if I had been allowed to fell what 


I knew about letting coal ocntracts. 

“Then a fight was centered against me, 
and I was accused of giving out information 
concerning ol! bids. 
tester and marooned out in Chicago avenue 
at half my former salary. I was watched 
and spied upon, and every petty thing was 
made the subject of complaint against me, 
until a short time ago I was dropped.“

Two passengers, Janos D. Estrotia and 
Salvatore Loizso, were killed when the train 
jumped the track. | 

The inquest was held at the Rogers 
station. Many witnesses were heard, among 

them severaj railroad officials, who testified 
| that all engineers have orders to run slowly 
over the particular stretch ef track and that 
Harriman disobeyed instructions. The fact 
that he is regularly a freight. engine driver 
and was making an extra run with the pas- 
senger that was ditched is given by his 
friends as an excuse for his apparent igno- 
rance of the danger. 

Harriman did not appear at the inquest. He 
went to his home directly after leaving the 
Kvanston hospital, where his injuries were 
attended to. 


_ Werdict of the Jury. 
The verdict of the six men follow: 


We, the jury, find that while the train war 
on the cross-over the wheels of the truck of the 
engine left the rails and the cars in. he train fol- 
lowing did the same. — 
We, the jury, further find that the cause of 
the wheels: leaving the raile was the excessive 
speed of the train While taking the cross-over, and 
aud that the engineer, Isaac G. Harriman, dis 
obeyed the orders of fifteen miles an hour over 
the cross-over and was running thirty-five to 
forty-five mies an hour et the time the wreck 
occurred.

Have Dread of Fresh Air. : 
The conscious effort to exclude fresh air is 
truly remarkable. We eat in a shed at the 
back of the courtyard, and enter the heart 
of the town for our coffee.

Satisfied with Life in America. 


He is perfectly satisfied with his American 
experience and will return as soon as he 
has finished his three yeare in the army. 
He said: 

“It does no good for the people to print 
stories in the newspapers about the mean 
treatment, hard work, and low wages em- 
grants receive in America, it fools no one, 
for those at home get news of those in 
America and it makes them want to go.“ 

The influence of America may not yet be 
seen to any great extent in Hungary in the 
material culture of its people, butitis never- 
theless at work and may ultimately be a 
powerful factor in determining the character 
of the future of the kingdom. In fact. 
changes in material culture, that is, in the 
objective manifestations of the human mind, 
such as houses, decoration, art, dress and 
adorment, ete., as a rule take place slowly 
much slower than changes in mental habits. 
It would seem that in such matters man’s 
habite of work and play are much more 
persistent than are his habits of rational 
thought. 


Old Culture Fossils Remain. 


Thus may we account for the fact that 
in our own culture there are many survivals 
of ancient customs of which we have quite 
forgotten the original meaning. They are 
the fossils of an old culture we still carry 
about our body, our mind has changed. 

Take the pranks of boys on Halloween, on 
certain observances we still maintain at 
our marriage and funeral ceremonies. We 
no longer have a rational explanation for 
these observances, founded on faith; they 
are simply customs which persist in an un- 
conscious, nalve way. 

It is the working ott of the law of the 
habit of expectancy—we are accustomed to 
these things, we only become conscious of 
them when they are omitted. And so it is 
that the Hungarian peasants, as a rule, drop 
back into their old ways on their return to 
Hungary after a brief absence in America. 

They may build a larger and a better house, 
but in its plan, in its arrangement, in its 
decoration, it is Magyar, German, Saxon, 
Szekler, or Roumanian as the case may be. 


Return to Old Methods, 

As a rule, also, the peasant at once returns 
to hig primitive tools, his former ways of 
eating, sleeping, etc., and also to peasant's 
costume. But, his mentality has changed, 
new thoughts, new ideas, new conceptions 
have entered into his consciousness; and 
these mental changes of attitude are those 
which will help to change national thought 
and feeling in Hungary. 

I suspect, however, that some of the new 
ideas which the peasant brings home with 
him, owing to the social environment in whicn 
he has lived in America, are not such as tu 
be of material benefit to his fatherland. It 
is along this line that the work of such insti- 
tutions as Hull house and the University’ 
settlement in Chicago are accomplishing a 
really great work.

Later commission 
house buying on reported rains in Argentina 
and the strength in corn rallied prices ma- 
terially. .Offerings again increased on the 
oa and prices were pouaded down, about 
t only support coming from holders of 
downs. Final quotations were about the 
lowest of the day, and there was a distinctly 


heavy tone at the close, the selling having 1 


been of an excellent character during the 
latter part of the session. Outside trade was 
only fair and commission house buying was 
limited. The market all through the day 
lacked the snap that has characterized it for 
the last week. : 


Wheat Movement Is Liberal. 

Wheat arrivals in the northwest were lib- 
éral at Minneapolis and fir at Duluth. With 
favorable railroad conditions a flood of 
wheat is expected at the chief points in the 
northwest, but traffic still is being moved at 
far from normal proportions, and (here is a 
possibility that more combinations may de- 
velop before the troubles are settled. Pri- 
mary. arrivals were 521,000 bu, against 466.- 
000 bu a year ago, and winter wheat mar- 
kets reported more liberal country sales. 
The movement is slowly increasimz and the 
outlook fs for fair receipts. At the same 
time cash prices are holding firm; with no 
sürplus stocks at any point to depress the 
market. With these conditions prevailing 
the outlook for any heavy selling.is none too 
good, as short sales have not been profitab'e 
to any extent on this crop and the bears are 
not courageous. 


Argentine Scare Subsides, 

Gradually the Argentine situation is being 
straightened out and latest developments 
indicate that the scare here was without 
much warrant from actual conditions in that 
country. Actual quotations reported yes- 
terday morning showed Buenos Aires not 
much changed from last Thursday, while 
Chicago values have beén boosted materially 
since then. Rains in Argentina were reported 
and harvest in the northern part is being 
retarded, but in the south rains were bene- 
ficial. Estimates of the exportable surplus 
varied from 83.000.000 bu to 103,000,000 bu. 
Liverpool reported Argentine offerings 
scarce, in direct contrast to the previous day. 
Crop conditions in Europe were generally 
reported as favorable. No serious com- 
plaints have yet been heard in any country 
as to the condition of growing wheat. Liver- 
pool closed %@1%d higher. Continental mar 
kets were generally easy. | 


Big Loss in World’s Stocks. 


A decrease of 4,100,000 bu in the world’s 
available supply was a bull influence, but the 
buying stimulated by this factor did not last 
long. Commission houses, led by A. S. White, 
Ware-Leland, Logan-Bryan, Gardner-Pad- 
dieford, and Lindman, were early buyers. 
Later selling was headed by Bartlett-Patten, 
Armour, Logan-Bryan, Peavey, and Barrell. 
Local traders were on both sides, but senti- 
ment leaned to the bull side until the last 
hour, when local tradérs sold quite freely. 
Minneapolis stocks increased 40,000 bu for 
the day. Receipts here were 39 cars, with 
36 cars promised for today. The cash de- 
mand here was fair, with light offerings and 
sale of 40,000 bu. Deliveries were 30 000 bu. 
The European. visible decreased 1,020 000 bu. 
Clearances of wheat and flour for the day

Re- 
ports from Kansas City and Omaha all corroborated 
this. and it would not be surprising f primary re- 
ceipts should compare favorably with those of 6 
year ago for some time St. Louis had 57,500 
bu, against 47.500 bu a year ago of wheat; Kan- 
sas City had 57 cars against 70 cars a year ago, 
and Omaha had 7 cars. against 15 cars last year, 
and Chicago receipts were 30 cars, compared to 35 
cars. Undoubtedly present prices are satisfactory: 
to many farmers, notwithstanding the genera! 
bullish attitude of the growers. Prices have had 
a big upturn, and at this level it would not be 
surprising to see a liberal run fora whjle. 


To many wheat traders the situation looked a 
little strained last night. Prices have had a radi- 
cal advance the last week, largely on Argentine 
news. which yesterday was more encouraging, and 
values have reacted but little compared to the 
advance. Shorts have covered freely and there 
is a bigger long interest and smaller shortage than 
for some time, as there have been few to fight the 
advance. A period of holiday dullness is In sight. 
during which time many speculators would regard 
it as a healthy indication if the tension should 
ease up a little in all grains. With larger receipts 
it would not be difficult to bring enough. pressure 
on the market to cause a sharp reaction in values. 
Several leading traders who are bullish for a long 
pull favor a reaction at this time.

Weakness pervaded the market for live muttona, 
and although good fat sheep made steady prices; a 
dscline of 10@25c was made in the price of lambs. 
There was no reliable outlet for plain and interme- 
diate grades of lambs and salesmen had to accept 
the first bid offered them, accepting a decline of 
fully De from Monday’s level for the great bulk 
of their holdings. Receipts of 18,000 head consist- 
ed chiefly of stock not fat enough to meet the re- 
quirements of high priced buyers, and as there was 
not sufficient competition from country buyers to 
keep packers from controlling the market for 
cheap half fat stock, salesmen found big recessions 
in values inevitable.

They also made up 
their droves at the full recession in prices, and re- 
fused. to buy light hogs late in the day because 
they were of the opinion that still further declines 
in values would be made later in the week.

A trader remarked: A few days ago buyers had 
no difficulty in making up droves of hogs of even 
weight. but now the offerings run all the way 
from 200 to 600 Ibs, and a uniform load of hogs 
is almost an oddity.” —

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COUNTRY-WIDE IN SCOPE. 


Investigation to Be Started on 
Jan. 14 at a Public Hear- 
ing in Washington. 


— 


The interstate commerce commission has 
decided to make a thorough investigation, 
country-wide in its scope, of the subject of 
“milling in transit ” privileges, accorded by 
the railroads on many commodities. 

These are the rates under which grain or 
similar raw commodities may be shipped to 
a center point and milled or manufactured 
and then reshipped out under the original 
through rate, which is usually less than the 
combination of single rates. 85 

The purpose is to secure data on which to 
base an order that will prevent abuse of the 
transit privilege by the shipper, with or with- 
out collusion the part of the railroad, by 
manipulation of commodities such as the sub- 
stitution of a higher grade article than that 
contained in the original shipment. 


First Hearing in Washington. 

This was announced yesterday by Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner E. E. Clark, 
who was in the city hearing evidence in a 
number of small rate cases. The investiga- 
tion .will be started at a public hearing in 
Washington on Jan. 14, at which shippers, 
railroad officials, and others interested will 
be given an opportunity to present evidence 
and arguments. Other hearings probably 
will be required in other parts of the country, 
as the subject affects a wide range of com- 
modities, the principal ones being grain, lum- 
ber, wool, salt, sugar, cotton, etc. 

The commission recently issued an admin- 
istrative. ruling on the subject, designed to 
prevent ther tone which was not satis- 
factory either toNhe railroads or to the ship- 
pers. Scores of mplaints have been re- 
ceived by the commission, principally from 
millers and elevator owners, many of whom 
declared that it was impossible to preserve 
the identity of the original shipment after 
the milling process, and that if the ruling 
were strictly observed they would be put out 
of business. 


Ruling Puzzling to Railroads. 

Some of the railroads said they could not 
understand how to énforce the ruling and in- 
corporated it in their tariffs without attempt 
at interpretation. The question was consid- 
ered at one time of abandoning the transit 
privilege to obviate chance for criminal la- 
bility of the railroads in case a high grade 
article was shipped out under the guise of a 
commodity taking a lo rate. 

For this reason the commission has deter- 
mined to reopen the subject. 

Evidence was taken before the commission- 
er yesterday in five cases involving com- 
plaints of shippers that they had been over- 
charged on specific shipments, for which they 
ask the commission to award reparation, In 
the case of Amos Rehberg & Co, boot and 
shoe dealers of Janesville, Wis., against the 
Erfe and North western roads, counsel for the 
two railroads and for the shipper wrangled 
before the commissioner for half an hour 
over an overcharge of 22 cents on a shipment 
in January, 1906, from New York to Janes- 
ville. 

Seeks to Establish a Precedent. 

The railroads made no attempt to deny the 
r overcharge, which arose because the lowest 
combination of rates was not used, but de- 
clared that because formal complaint had 
not been made within two years the statute 
of limitations had run against the claim and 
that they opposed it on principle. 

G. M Stephens, attorney for the complain. 
ant. said that while the amount involved was 
small a favorable ruling in this case would 
set a precedent, making it possible for him to 
collect thousands of dollars in other cases. 

The attorneys were given until Jan. 15 to 
file briefs on the point of law involved, which 
is whether an informal complaint is a bar to 
the statute of limitations.
